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big wins, losses for city 


2006 meant

The year 2006 represented some big highs 
and tremendous lows for the 23,000 residents 
ofRomulus. 

While the specter of casinos and a race¬ 
track are beginning to take a clearer shape, 
the city lost the 15-year battle to prevent two 
deep waste wells from operating near the 
Interstate 94 interchange. 

After a legal battle that cost the city $1 mil¬ 
lion in fees, the State of Michigan granted 
Environmental Disposal Systems an operat¬ 
ing license for the Citrin Road facility. Less 
than a year later, the wells were shut down 


because of a leak. Thq Detroit Police and 
Firefighters Pension System, the major 
backer of the wells, also forced a change in 
ownership. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said the city may 
have lost the battle in 2006, but could win the 
war in 2007. 

“The pension system is trying to find a 
new operator for the well, and they’re not 
having much luck,” he said. “We have a good 
reason to think the wells may be closed for¬ 
ever. If they re-open, we’ll deal with that” 

Councilman William Crova said he thinks 
the well issue was the most important that 
the seven-member city council had to deal 
with this year 


“Obviously we were disappointed when 
they got the license,” he sajd. “It’s something 
that adversely effects our community, and 
we’re going to have to deal with it for the 
foreseeable future.” 

There are some sleeper stories in devel¬ 
opment a revitalization that are important to 
the city, but don’t get a lot of ink, Keyes said. 

One is the revitalization programs that are 
occurring on the Merriman Road corridor 

“Merriman Road is going to be very 
important to us going forward,” said Keyes. 
“We’re already demolishing one of the old 
hotels to make room for some new develop-

Schools 
endure 
tough year

Keyes Is ‘Newsmaker of the Year’

On a daily basis, he sits in an 
office in the far comer of the 
Romulus City Hall trying to 
devise ways for the city to be 
seen as something more than 
an outpost for the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport 

It’s been a daunting task, but 
Economic Developer Tim 
Keyes - the Romulus 
“Newsmaker of the Year” - 
said there’s nothing like work¬ 
ing for a municipality - and he 
missed the excitement of work¬ 
ing on creating an environment 
that will affect thousands of 
people, and last generations. 

“When I worked in the pri¬ 
vate sector I missed govern¬ 
ment,” said Keyes. “I think 
there’s quite a few things that 
are different - you’re account¬ 


able to the public, and there’s 
an energy here that you just 
can’t find anywhere else.”

Keyes - and his staff - spend 
hours pouring through infor¬ 
mation about casinos, retailers, 
industrial companies and resi¬ 
dential developments. The 
goal, he said, is to make the 
community a more desirable 


place to live, and to attract new 
families. 

It’s not as easy as it looks. 

Keyes was hired as the city 
economic development direc¬ 
tor in 2001 in tandem with the 
election of Mayor Alan 
Lambert He learned about the 
position when Lambert - who 
was running a close campaign 
against Mayor William Oakley - 
contacted to him to learn more 
about economic development 
Keyes, at that time, was work¬ 
ing in the private sector. 

“Mayor Lambert really 
wanted to learn more about 
opportunities in economic 
development and to further 
educate himself,” he said. “I 
knew immediately that this 
was the type of place I wanted 
to work.”

The Romulus Community 
School District weathered a dif¬ 
ficult storm this year, and offi¬ 
cials expect there could be more 
bad weather on the horizon. 

The $350 million statewide 
school aid budget shortfall could 
mean more per-student pupil 
funding cuts, which could wash 
away a per-student increase 
granted to school districts to 
cover general expenses - wages, 
utilities and other fixed costs. 

Schools spokesman Dick 
Kruse said the district has faced 
many challenges this year, and 
will continue to work on issues 
that crop up in the New Year. 

“We’re waiting to see what 
happen next year, but we’ve 
been able to get through a lot this 
year,” he said. “We had some lay¬ 
offs, and we’re still working out 
how to deal with those. There’s 
some tweaking and fine-tuning 
that we need to do.” 

The 4,200-student district 
came under the leadership of 
Superintendent Carl Weiss when 
longtime Superintendent Joel 
Carr retired in August 2006, and 
some big changes came in when 
the district changed hands. 

Weiss immediately asked the 
seven-member school board to 
approve a limited Schools of 
Choice program at Merriman 
and Halecreek elementary 
schools - something that the 
board and Carr had rejected in 
the past

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New cable legislation prompts officials concern

The cable franchise bill 
approved by the Michigan 
House of Representatives and 
Senate should hit the gover¬ 
nor’s desk soon, and municipal¬ 
ities are concerned about the 
impact it could have. 

The Senate approved the 
Uniform Video Services Local 
Franchise Act last week, 
despite a heavy lobbying effort 
from many local elected offi¬ 
cials and lobbying firms such as 
the Michigan Municipal 
League. 

“We had the same concerns 
as anyone else,” said Northville 


City Manager Pat Sullivan. “We 
had some contact with our 
elected representatives, and of 
course the municipal league 
was working hard on it” 

The legislation means that 
cable companies don’t have to 
have a local franchise agree¬ 
ment to operate within a 
municipality. The approvals are 
all granted through a standard 
state-wide approval process. 
Officials have voiced concern 
about that, the potential loss of 
the revenue the local franchise 
fees bring in and a decrease in 
their control of their own rights 
of way. 

State lawmakers touted the 
bill as a way to create competi¬ 


tion among cable providers in 
the name of driving down rates 
for consumers. 

Telecommunications giant 
AT&T—which is expanding 
cable offerings—lobbied hard 
for approval of the bill. 

AT&T has pledged $620 mil¬ 
lion in investments in Michigan 
and could bring 2,000 jobs to the 
state if the bill is approved, said 
Joe Steele, a spokesman for 
AT&T. 

“I don’t think municipalities 
need to worry about losing any 
revenue,” he said. “I don’t think 
there’s going to be a negative 
effect This will ultimately open 
up the marketplace for video 
services.” 


He said the revenue side 
isn’t a big concern since the 
amount the companies will 
have to give back to the commu¬ 
nities is generally in line with 
what the city receives now. 

Thelma Kubitskey, assistant 
manager of Northville 
Township, said franchise fees 
from Comcast and Wide Open 
West (WOW), have totaled 
$219,000 last year, $187,000 the 
year before than and about 
$171,000 the year before that. 
The fees have gone up as peo¬ 
ple have moved into the town¬ 
ship. 

“It’s based on the number of 
people that connect to cable 
service,” she said. 


Belleville Rotary Club buys fire fighting equipment 


The Charles B Cozadd Rotary 
Foundation of the Belleville 
Rotary Club recently awarded 
the Belleville Fire Department 
a $28,000 grant to fund new 
equipment 

The funds will go toward a 
SCBA Compressor and Filling 
Station to allow firefighters to 
refill the self-contained breath¬ 
ing apparatus cylinders. It also 
allows firefighters to go into an 
Immediate Dangerous to Life 
and Health Atmosphere QDLH) 
and a smoke or fire filled home 
to put out a fire and be able to 
breathe while inside the house, 


according to officials. 

The donation also provided 
the fire department with a 
Thermal Imaging Camera, 
which allows firefighters to vir¬ 
tually see through smoke while 
in a building. It also allows them 
to find people trapped in a fire 
and rescue more rapidly than 
previous techniques, officials 
said. 

Rotary members said the fire 
department greatly needed the 
equipment to help improve 
their service to the community 
by providing a safer environ¬ 
ment for firefighters and the 


safety of the citizens of 
Belleville. Fbundation members 
include: President David 
Brown, Vice-President Darryl 
Raymond, Secretary/Treasurer 
Donald Juchartz, Director 
Robert Coutts, Director Carol 
Dolph, Director Douglas Brown

ment We’re getting calls from 
developers all of the time asking 
us about what our plan for the 
road is - we didn’t have that 
before the work started.” 

The Ramada Inn is currently 
being tom down. Keyes said the 
hope is that office and retail 
development will spring up 
along Merriman Road. 

The other is a housing devel¬ 
opment that is being developed 
by Cincinnati-based Bear Creek 
Capital. The development signi¬ 
fies the first project in the Metro 
World development, which the 
city hopes will be a mixed-use, 
office, industrial, technical and 
residential enclave surrounding 
the Detroit Metropolitan Airport 

‘This is one of the develop¬ 
ments that’s going to help us 
attract other development for 
Metro World,” Keyes said. 


Bear Creek Capital represen¬ 
tatives signed a deal in March to 
create a retail district within the 
1,500-acre site near Wayne and 
Wick roads. The city council re¬ 
amended the planned develop¬ 
ment agreement to allow the 
company to set up shop on a 300- 
acre parcel that was originally 
earmarked for technology and 
industrial space. 

Other things that came to 
fruition this year were the con¬ 
struction of the recreation cen¬ 
ter on Wayne and Northline 
roads, and the grand opening of 
the senior center, which was con¬ 
structed using Tax Increment 
Financing Authority funds. 

Though development was 
brisk, Lambert said he was dis¬ 
appointed that more planned 
projects didn’t come on line this 
year 

‘The overall state of the econ¬ 


omy had a lot to do with it,” he 
said. “The housing market just 
fell flat but we’re lucky to have 
three developments still build¬ 
ing. And we still have commer¬ 
cial development 

“The bottom line is that we’ve 
had a lot more going on in the 
past year than other cities,” he 
said. “I think we’ve been fortu¬ 
nate in a lot of ways.” 

The city also was successful in 
balancing the budget this year 
without any noticeable effect on 
the community, said Crova 
“It’s a tight time for us - we’re 
no different than other commu¬ 
nities in that regard,” he said. 
“We didn’t have any layoffs this 
year, which I see as positive for 
us.” 

The city has about $1 million 
in a rainy day fund. 

The general operating budget 
is $21 millioa 


Schools - 2007 brings uncertainty about revenues

“So far, that’s going really 
well,” said board member Betty 
Lenossi. She added that there 
has been no formal talk of 
expanding the program. “It’s not 
something that’s even been dis¬ 
cussed,” she said. 

Schools of Choice - the state 
law that allows students who live 
within the boundaries of a failing 
district to move to a better dis¬ 
trict - has been controversial in 
Romulus because taxpayers in 
the district pay more for schools 
than surrounding communities. 
That in turn, means, that the par¬ 
ent or parents of a student 
enrolled in a Choice program 
may be paying less in school 
taxes. 

Romulus School Board mem¬ 


bers dealt with 100 parents filing 
into a public meeting to com¬ 
plain about taxation in 2005. 

The Schools of Choice pro¬ 
gram brought in about 45 new, 
out-of-district students and net¬ 
ted the district about $300,000 in 
funding. Introducing the pro¬ 
gram did not, however, stop the 
need to lay off 42 teachers, bus 
drivers, paraprofessionals, nurs¬ 
es, social workers and clerical 
employees to solve a $1 million 
budget shortfall. 

Lenossi said laying off the 
employees was necessary to 
keep the district solvent 

“It was the hardest thing I had 
to do the entire time I’ve been on 
the board,” she said. “Some of 
the bus drivers were recalled 
because the number of students 
on the buses didn’t fall as we 


thought it would.” 

The district will continue to 
undergo personnel changes in 
2007. About 20 main office 
employees accepted a buyout 
plan offered to employees in 
2005, with the agreement that 
they would leave either in 2006 
or 2007. 

Kruse said the district is busy 
finding ways to make sure those 
transitions move smoothly. 

It is not known how the dis¬ 
trict will cope with another aid 
cut in 2007 until the state 
announces how deep the cut will 
be - if it happens at all. 

“We haven’t looked at that yet, 
but our financial director is 
keeping an eye on all of those 
things,” Lenossi said. “We’re 
being updated on all of those 
things.”

Since then, several projects 
have been proposed in the city, 
the most vital being the casino 
and racetrack that should rise on 
land near Interstate 94, Keyes 
said. The stakes are high on sev¬ 
eral developments, however. 

Currently, the casino and 
racetrack, the mixed-use Metro 
World project and the county- 
sponsored industrial and office 
development known as Pinnacle 
are the projects Keyes said he 
works on daily. 

“Those are the cornerstone of 
the Airport City,” he said. 

For several 
years, the city 
endured a 
development 
lull, and while 
Keyes refuses 
to accept any of 
the credit for 
the more recent 
spike in activity, 
he said the city 
didn’t always 
capitalize on 
some of its posi¬ 
tives. 

“We have so many things 
going for us that other communi¬ 
ties don’L” he said. “When I fist 
took this job, I drove around the 
city. There are places here that 
you would never guess are in a 
metro Detroit suburb. You drive 
out there, and it’s rural. We have 
land for development and that’s 
good.” 

He said there’s also natural 
opportunities that exist because 
of the airport, which constitutes 
a mammoth 24 percent of the 
land in the city. Other cities have 
not always seen it that way, how¬ 
ever 

“We have an airport and 
excellent freeway access,” he 
said. 

“This is good for transport, 
which is one reason I believe 
we’ll see more high tech and 
industrial development in this 
city.” Other cities, he added, are 
seeing a decline in those two sec¬ 
tors. 

Keyes began his career after 
graduating from Central 
Michigan University with a bach¬ 
elor’s degree in recreation plan¬ 


ning in the early 1980s. He was 
going to pursue a career plan¬ 
ning the layout of recreation 
facilities. He was accepted into a 
prestigious, out-of-state universi¬ 
ty to pursue a master’s degree, 
but love stepped in. Keyes and 
his college sweetheart, Laura, 
decided to stay in Michigan. The 
only problem was, there were 
few jobs to be had. 

“I took the first job that came 
up, and that was with a cable 
company,” he said. “I planned 
where the lines would run when 
the area was getting wired for 
cable service.” 

The job was 
not ideal, but it 
changed the 
focus of his 
careen 

“It was there 
that I started 
thinking about 
government,” 
he said. 

Later came 
stints with the 
City of Taylor 
and Horizon 
Properties, a 
private company in Taylor 

Government however, called 
again in 2001, when Keyes came 
to Romulus. 

Lambert said that Keyes has 
played a key role in the city 
development outlook. 

“Put simply, a lot of these 
developments wouldn’t be here if 
Tim wasn’t here,” he said. “More 
than other department heads, 
the economic development 
director is in constant contact 
with the mayor It’s important to 
have someone who has good 
ideas in that spot, and we found 
that in Tim.” 

Keyes said there are several 
frustrating aspects of his job. 
‘The thing that’s hard to take is 
the smaller developments that 
just don’t come here, like a chain 
grocery store,” he said. ‘Those 
are things you know people 
want” 

He said that accepting criti¬ 
cism is not hard to do at all if it’s 
fair 

“We work for the residents, 
and taking criticism and listen¬ 
ing to them is part of our job.”

It’s inevitable. As a New Year dawns, we can’t help but look back at 
the events and people that shaped our communities. 

There has been plenty to watch, talk and opine about, too, from the 
lackluster economy, ugly political campaigns and those who have striv¬ 
en to make our community a better place. Here’s a look at the good 
and bad things that happened - as well as the downright peculiar - 
during 2006 as compiled by our writers. 

Belleville: 

The good: After more than 60 years without a new fire station, Van 
Buren Township finally got one this year. The new $3.9 million, 18- 
square-foot facility was made possible mainly because of the help of 
the Downtown Development Authority. As if that’s not enough, the 
township will also get another fire station—appropriately named Fire 
Station 2—in the upcoming year, as well. 

The bad: The 50-year-old St Anthony’s Academy had to close in 
June. The school was in debt because of renovations, declining enroll¬ 
ment and expenses that became too much to handle, which meant 
closing permanently. It’s unfortunate that a landmark school in 
Belleville had to go. 

The goofy: The City of Belleville is trying to balance the books from 
2006, 2005 and yes, even 2004. The financial struggle carried on 
throughout the entire year and also factored in the loss of two city trea¬ 
surers. Luckily, auditors have stepped in to clean up the financial 
mess and are well on their way to getting the figures and books togeth¬ 
er and current 

Inkster 

The good: Inkster voters saw through a potentially damaging ballot 
proposal to change the parameters of the Inkster City Charter The 
proposal would have usurped the authority of the city manager and 
divided the council and mayor for the years. 

The bad: The fight regarding the charter reached such preposterous 
levels that local politicians who wanted to see the proposal approved 
visited churches to make their case. Residents looking to relax and 
worship were instead treated to a tirade about council members who 
did not support the charter, and who did not vote in favor of a $44 mil¬ 
lion loan to repair vacant public housing units. Note to officials and 
ministers: Politics pervades almost all institutions in Inkster, but it 
ought to stay out of church. 

The goofy: Three months ago, a school member expressed dismay 
that there wasn’t a lot of good news being reported from Inkster (which 
isn’t true, by the way). The school board member, Hardy Robb, said we 
failed to report that enrollment went up at the schools. The only prob¬ 
lem was that the official count day - on which school aid funding is 
based - had not come around yet As a school board member responsi¬ 
bly for the fiscal health of a 1,300-student district shouldn’t he have 
known when that date was? 

Romulus 

Good: Romulus was able to make some headway on the casino this 
year by signing an agreement with the Hannahville Tribe of Petosky to 
open a gambling hall. Though many residents and officials wonder 
about a casino economy, it’s hard to argue with the fact that 3,000 jobs 
will be created in a region that badly needs them. 

Bad: The long fight about the city injection wells looks like it might 
have ended with the city on the wrong side of the outcome. Though 
there are many passionate opinions about the well - the fact that they 
could be unsafe, and that they’re not a harbinger for other, positive 
development - the fact that the wells were allowed to operate was 
highly predictable. The city, 15 years ago, invited the well operators in, 
and then when officials realized that having them was a political time 
bomb, wanted to back off. The wells, which have been temporarily 
shut down, will likely operate again, and. the city will have to deal with 
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A trip back to the future 


Well, 2006 will soon be a memory. 

The ending of one year and the beginning of 
another hits everyone in different ways: some get 
nostalgic, some hopeful, others just shake their 
heads and wonder where it all went All three apply 
to me, depending on the time of day and whether or 
not my energy drink is wearing off 

There’s always a constant, though. I always think 
about the things I didn’t have a chance to follow 
through on. 

Today I’m reminded of a Wayne resident who 
came to me during the summer, an old paper in his 
hand. Perhaps in a bit of similar nostalgia, he had 
been going through old things and came across a 
Wayne Eagle dated June 28, 1951. He had saved it 
because it also contained an article about him com¬ 
ing home on leave (he served in the Navy from 1950 
to 1954). 

The thing he showed me wasn’t about him, 
though, it was about the cily—or village, at the time. 
It was a full-page ad with a banner across the top:

Did you ever wonder why we 
say... ‘Shop in Wayne?’ It’s the 
modem shopping center. 

Beneath that it listed an astonishing figure: there 
were 398 reasons to shop in Wayne; a breakdown of 
those services followed. In addition to the 17 furni¬ 
ture and appliance stores listed, there were 27 
restaurants, bars and nightclubs. There were two 
local newspapers at the time, a farm equipment 
store, 42 grocers and bakers, three feed stores, three 
shoe repair stores and two shoe stores, two sporting 
goods stores, three theaters, 19 wholesalers and 
manufacturers, a music store, four men’s clothing 
stores, six women’s dress shops...the list went on 
andoa 

The resident included a letter to the editor with 
the page that unfavorably compared it with the City 
of Wayne today. It even ended with the line: Shame 
on Wayne.

I wouldn’t exactly call myself new to the area (in 
case you really don’t know who I am you’ll see me— 
the 5-foot, 4-inch, blonde-haired, blue-eyed girl—wan¬ 
dering around the city/township from time to time, 
regularly posted at the city/township meetings and 
events.) I do consider myself to know most of the hap¬ 
penings around town, but there’s still territory left 
uncovered. 

Now knowing that, feel free to give me a call, send 



me a letter or drop me an email 
if you’ve got a story to share and 
would like it to be heard. It can 
be anything from area do-good¬ 
ers, city/township concerns to even a heroic family 
pet Granted the topics may not always make it into 
the paper, but either way, I appreciate some type of 
feedback. That’s something I haven’t received much 
over my reporting years. 

I would like to say that the lack of feedback is 
because I do such a tremendous job covering the 
Belleville area, but in reality I know that’s not entire¬ 
ly the case. Believe me though, I won’t be offended if 
you tell me hQW much you hated a story and, of 
course, I love to hear compliments, I mean who does¬ 
n’t? 

When you’re a reporter, you learn the ways of the 
trade. That means for the most part, take things as 
they come, expect the unexpected and yes, it’s even 
come to the point where the worst stories—murders, 
pedophiles, criminals, etc.—are just another day on 
the job. Luckily, writing for Belleville I don’t have to 
report too many of those, however they do happea 

As a reporter, I can honestly say that there’s not too 
much that shocks me.

ROCKY BALBOA 

Rocky movie franchise ends with knockout film 


Every great fighter, regardless of age, 
has one great fight left in him. 

Both Sylvester Stallone and his love¬ 
able punch-drunk super boxer with a 
heart of gold Rocky Balboa proved that 
true with the release of the sixth install¬ 
ment of the heralded franchise—give or 
take an episode or two. 

A week ago, the thought of watching 
Rocky Balboa (Rocky VI) seemed prepos¬ 
terous. But once the theme song started 
and the title ‘Rocky Balboa’ slid from right 
to left across the screen, the doubts drifted 
away and excitement settled ia After all it 
was a Rocky movie and how can you not 
cheer for Rocky. 

Balboa was 30 years in the making but 
the end result is worth it The final chap¬ 
ter is probably the proper and only way to 
end the series with no strings attached for 
a seventh sequel. Not to mention, it will 
make you forget about the horrendous 
fifth attempt back in 1990. 

It’s also a classy and unselfish finish 
from Stallone who also wrote and directed 
the finale. At times it is difficult to see the 
separation of actor from character, mean¬ 
ing it’s as much Stallone as it is Balboa 
saying goodbye and ringing the final bell 
-on the franchise. 

Stallone returns the sluggish, shuffling 
characteristics and slow Philadelphian 
drawl to an ungracefully aging Rocky. 
Nothing much is new except Rocky has 
retired his boxing gloves for oven mitts as 
a restaurateur with a small and cozy 
Italian eatery named after his recently 
deceased wife, Adrian (played by Talia 
Shire in flashbacks). 

The front end of the film is too heavy 
nearly tipping the scales to disappoint¬ 
ment. It starts on the anniversary of 



Adrian’s death, which takes Rocky on a 
tour of all of the spots (the pet shop, 
Mickey’s gym, his old apartment, the ice 
rink and Lucky’s bar) that were special to 
him and Adriaa 1b moviegoers it is mere¬ 
ly a Rocky’s greatest moments montage. 
The older yet still witty Paulie (Burt 
Young) tags along to make things interest¬ 
ing 


Don’t worry it gets better 
Rocky obviously has problems moving 
forward after his tragic loss and failed 
attempts to carry on a relationship with 
his estranged son ( Heroes’ Milo 
Ventimiglia) He feels the only 
way to move forward is to 
step back into the ring. So 
he does what any 50-plus 


year old boxer would do. He applies for 
his boxing license to do some “miniscule” 
stuff. However, things become bigger once 
ESPN asks the hypothetical question: who 
would win between Rocky and the present 
undefeated and the popularly disliked 
champ Mason The Line Dixon (Antonio 
Tarver)? 

A computer predicts that Rocky would 
win the imaginary fight but the media and 
fight promoters think otherwise and 
makes the unimaginable tangible by set¬ 
ting up the match. 

Unsure of himself, Rocky fires ofF one 
inspiring speech after another because 
that’s what Rocky does—inspire, hi this 
case the talks are for his sake more than 
others’. 

The fight, even though Rocky’s grisly 
body looks like he took beating before he 
even steps under the ropes, is as classic as 
any of his other pugilistic battles. He’s 
slow and moves with the grace of a heavy¬ 
weight punching bag (and gets hit more 
than one) but he gets the job done. 

The theater that I went to was packed 
for a Wednesday night and the theater 
audience cheered and even chanted 
“Rocky! Rocky! Rocky!” along with the 
movie crowd. What makes this exciting is 
that, since the first installment. Rocky is 
considered the underdog again—maybe 
even more so than the original. 

Although the end isn’t a typical ending 
for a Rocky movie, it is true to the her¬ 
itage—true fans should respect. And as 
Rocky says at one point, “I have to go out 
the way I came in,” couldn’t be truer 

Fbrgiving the first half of the film, this is 
probably the best Christmas present that 
Stallone/Balboa could have given to Rocky 
fans.

College to offer diesel 
engineering class 


Changes in the automotive 
industry have sparked 
changes in several programs 
available at the western cam¬ 
pus of the Wayne County 
Community College District 
(WCCCD). 

The college has realigned 
and refocused their heavy 
equipment maintenance and 
diesel engineering program to 
center on several different 
areas within the field. They 
include certification in: diesel 
engineering, drive train, 
brakes, suspension and steer¬ 
ing, electrical electronics, 
heating ventilation and air 
conditioning, preventable 
maintenance and hydraulics. 

“The program is designed 
to get students highly skilled 
in the field of diesel mainte¬ 
nance and industrial equip¬ 
ment,” said Patrick McNally, 
president of the western cam¬ 
pus. 

“This is rated as part of the 
automotive industry as the 
highest job growth rate in the 
nation and Michigan. Even 
though manufacturing in the 
automotive industry is 
decreased, the need for repair 
and maintenance is still grow¬ 
ing.” 

Students will learn skills 


such as repairing engines, 
transmissions and drivelines; 
suspension adjustments; 
wheel alignments and tune- 
ups. The program is geared 
for people who are interested 
in potential careers like fleet 
maintenance technicians, fuel 
injection technicians, align¬ 
ment specialists and engine 
rebuild specialists. 

WCCCD is only one of the 
two college institutions in 
Michigan to offer this pro¬ 
gram, according to McNally. 

“The other college is Ferris 
State University, so students 
are able to receive their entire 
degree with us and then fold 
that into the bachelors degree 
program at Ferris,” he said. 
“This is a field that pays well 
for a qualified person: a typi¬ 
cal salary of $60,000-$100,000 a 
year.” 

Officials said the program 
offers certification in specific 
areas, a one-year college cer¬ 
tificate or an associate degree. 

The heavy equipment 
maintenance and diesel engi¬ 
neering technology program 
will be offered during both 
day and night classes.

Newsmaker of the Year 

‘Dean of Discipline’ Greg Carter 
is awarded 2006 sports honor 



Dedication and love of the game earned Inkster Coach Greg Carter the Journal 
Newspaper’s Sports Newsmaker of the Year honors for 2006.

Every once in a great while a coach 
comes along with an abundance of charis¬ 
ma, an unmatched work ethic and a gener¬ 
al love for the game and players that he or 
she coaches. 

That person makes an immediate 
impact in the school and community that 
they are a part of. The individual has 
expectations and follows through on them. 

That someone is named Greg Carter 
Inkster’s Head Football Coach. His dedica¬ 
tion and leadership traits earned him The 
Journal Sports Newsmaker of the Year for 
2006. 

Carter managed to do at Inkster last 
year—only his second year at the school— 
what most coaches dream about doing 
their entire careers. He took his team all 
the way to the state championship finale at 
Ford Field in November. Inkster lost the 
game, buLthat doesn’t mean it wasn’t a 
huge accomplishment to get there. 

“We had a pretty good team,” Carter 
said. “We were a little leery of our offen¬ 
sive line before the season because they 
were so young. We didn’t know if they 
would be able to protect our running backs 
and quarterback. But we knew we had a 
pretty good chance to make it to the 
finals.” 

The offensive line did its job, allowing 


the backfield to rack up 2,895 yards and 
the quarterback to throw for 1,346 yards 
before the finale. The defense did its job, 
too, holding nine of 13 opponents to single 
digits with four shutouts. Only Ypsilanti 
(36—the team’s only regular season loss), 
Romulus (29), Madison Heights Bishop 
Fbley (13) and Montague (34) scored more 
than the average six points against the 
sturdy defense. 

Carter made an immediate impact with 
the team in his first year in 2005. He 
turned a 1-7 team around to a 9-3 district 
championship team. 

“There was a lot of talent here in 
Inkster,” said Assistant Coach Mac Jones. 
“They just needed direction and Greg pro¬ 
vided that. I knew he would eventually 
have an impact but I’m surprised how 
quick it was. It shows that kids here want¬ 
ed to win and they bought into what Greg 
was teaching them.” 

Carter’s winning trend started long 
before he accepted the Inkster job, though. 
As head coach of SL Martin dePorres he 
won back-to-back state championships in 
1995 and 1996 and a third in 2003. He 
made it to the finals in 2004 but walked 
away as the runner up. So far he has 
racked up a 107-38 record in his 12 years 
career as a head football coach. 

Before that he'was a college baseball 
All-American at Kentucky State University. 
That led to short stint playing professional 


minor league baseball with the Detroit 
Tigers.,) 

He was also a proficient high school 
quarterback at Detroit Mackenzie in the 
early ‘70s, according to Jones—who was 
the head coach at the high school at the 
time. 

“He was an outstanding player and 
quarterback,” Jones said. “He was as fine a 
young man as you could find and what 


ever the business was he was successful in 
it” 

Everyone knows Carter as the athletic 
director and football coach (and now the 
basketball coach) but little is ever said 
about him as the Dean of Discipline. This 
affords him the chance to work with indi¬ 
viduals outside the arena of sports.

Grilled Filet Mignon With California Raisin-Onion Jam 
and USA-Grown Peanut Garden Saute 


Serves: 6 

Raisin-Onion Jam 

1/2 tablespoon olive oil 
1/4 medium yellow onion, thinly sliced 
(julienne) 

1 tablespoon balsamic vinegar 
1/2 tablespoon honey 
1/4 cup California raisins 

1 small sprig fresh thyme 
1/2 teaspoon fresh lemon zest 

Salt and pepper to taste 

Blue Cheese Glaze 

1/2 cup crumbled Gorgonzola cheese 

2 tablespoons mayonnaise 
1/2 tablespoon chopped parsley 
1/2 tablespoon chopped chives 
1/4 teaspoon black pepper 

Garden Saute 

3 ounces steak-cut bacon, diced 
2 1/4 teaspoons chopped garlic 

1 1/2 tablespoons chopped shallot 
6 cups fresh chopped Swiss chard 
leaves or beet greens, stems and 
ribs removed 

3/4 cup roasted USA-grown peanuts 
Salt and pepper to taste 

Filet 

6 filet mignon (about 6 ounces each) 
Olive oil 

Salt and pepper, to taste 


For jam, heat oil in 12-inch skillet over 
medium heat. Add onions and cook until 
soft. Stir in vinegar and honey; cook 1 
minute. Add raisins, thyme and lemon zest; 
cook over medium heat until reduced. 
Remove thyme sprig and divide mixture in 
half. Add half to food processor or blender 
and pulse until smooth. Combine with 
remaining mixture in skillet and mix well. 
Season to taste and set aside. 

In a small bowl, combine ingredients for 
blue cheese glaze; mix well and set aside. 

Cook bacon in large saucepan over 
medium-high heat for 6 to 7 minutes, 
until almost crispy. Add garlic and shallot; 
cook 2 to 3 minutes more until soft. Stir 
in Swiss chard; cook and toss until wilted, 

3 to 4 minutes. Stir in peanuts and season 
to taste. 

To serve, brush steaks with oil and 
season with salt and pepper. Spoon 1 to 2 
tablespoons of glaze onto each steak. Grill 
steaks over high heat for 4 to 5 minutes 
per side until they reach preferred done¬ 
ness (145°F for medium rare) and glaze 
is golden brown. Remove from grill and 
add a heaping dollop of jam. Serve with 
garden saut6.

New York Strip With Warm Green Bean-

Serves: 6 

New York Strip 

2 tablespoons chopped garlic 
2 tablespoons cumin 
2 tablespoons ground coriander 
1 1/2 tablespoons salt 
1/4 cup olive oil 

6 New York strip steaks (about 12 ounces 
each) 

Spicy Raisin-Wine Sauce 
\J2 cup red wine 
1/4 cup California raisins 

1 tablespoon honey 

2 tablespoons Dijon mustard 

1 teaspoon chopped fresh oregano 
1/2 tablespoon chopped cilantro 

1 teaspoon chipotie peppers canned in 

adobo sauce 

1/2 tablespoon chopped shallot 
Salt and pepper to taste 
Warm Green Bean Salad 

2 tablespoons olive oil 

1 1/2 pounds fresh green beans, trimmed and 
blanched 

2 tablespoons chopped shallot 
1/2 cup roasted red peppers, cut into 
matchstick-size pieces (julienne) 

1 cup roasted USA-grown peanuts 

2 tablespoons chopped fresh parsley 
1/4 cup balsamic vinegar 

Salt and pepper to taste 

Combine garlic, cumin, coriander, salt and olive oil 
in small bowl and mix together. Rub onto steaks and 
arrange in shallow dish; refrigerate 1 to 2 hours. 


In small saucepan, heat wine just to boiling for 
sauce. Measure raisins into small bowl and pour wine 
over; let stand 10 to 15 minutes until raisins are soft. 
Add remaining ingredients and puree in food proces¬ 
sor or blender; set aside. 

For salad, heat oil in large skillet and saut6 shallot 
over medium-high heat 2 to 3 minutes. Add remain¬ 
ing ingredients; cook until heated through and beans 
are tender-crisp. 

To serve, remove steak from refrigerator; drain 
and grill over high heat for 4 minutes per side until 
preferred doneness (145°F for medium rare). Remove 
from grill and drizzle with raisin wine sauce. Serve 
with green bean-peanut salad. 

Grilled Veal Chop With California Raisin 
Pilaf and Toasted USA-Grown Peanuts 

Serves: 6 
Veal 

6 veal chops (about 10 ounces each) 

1 12-ounce bottle garlic-olive oil marinade 
Salt and pepper, to taste 
Rice Pilaf 

1 5.9-ounce package rice pilaf mix 
1/2 cup California raisins 
1 cup USA-grown peanuts, toasted 
1/4 cup chopped parsley 

Combine chops and marinade in shallow pan; let stand 
1 to 2 hours in refrigerator, turning occasionally. 

Cook pilaf according to package directions. Add 
remaining ingredients to hot pilaf and mix together. 
Keep hot. 

Remove chops from marinade. Discard used mari¬ 
nade and grill chops over high heat 5 to 6 minutes per 
side until done (145°F for medium rare). Spoon 1/4 
cup pilaf onto each serving plate; arrange grilled veal 
chop on top. Serve immediately.
